Goneral Janin sald eleven mem- 
vers of the Russian Royal family and 


its entourage were executed by the], 


Bolshevikl ot Ekaterinburg in the 
Russian Urals on the night of July 
1g, 1918.. He sald he had talked 
with the Czar, “who often expressed 
anxicty” over Russia's, fate,. and 
that General Kolchak, who com- 
manded_ the Czecho-Slovak and 
White Russian forces in Siberia, had 
unsuccessfully attempted to rescuc 
tie Czar, . ; 

Statement Amplified .

VICHY, Aug. 27 (UP).—An urn containing the ashes of 
Czar Nicholas II and his entire family lies in the vaults of the 
Bank of England in London. awaiting -ultimate return to tho | 
‘Kremlin, according to General Pierre Janin, French World 


War lender. 


General. Janin, who was sent by 


the Allics to Siberla by way of- New 
York and Yokohama to help General 
Alexander V, Kolchak organise the 
White Russian resistance against the 
Bolsheviki in 1917, declared. he had 
brought the urn out of Russia. 
General Janin sald eleven mem- 
Lers of the Russian Royal family and 
Ita entournge were executed by the 
Bolshevik{ at Ekaterinburg in the 
Russlan Urals ‘on the night of July 
16,1918. He said he had talked 
with the Czar, “who often expressed 
-nnxioty”—ovor——Russin's—fate,—and 
that General Kolchak, who com- 
manded . the - Czecho-Slovak and 
White Russfah forces In Siberia, had 
unsuccessfully attempted to rescue 
the Czar. - a 
Statement Amplified 


In 1038, General Janin asserted in 
an interview that he had smuggled 
the royal family’s ashes out of, Rus- 
sln-and that they were Interned In 
a bank vault “in a nelghbouring 
country of France.”: Now he has 
amplified this statement, and. specin- 
cally named the -vaults of the Bank 
of England. 

Four heavy: ‘leather valises. filled 
with documents,

Royal family also were sald to be 
in the Bank of England's vaults.
